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UNITED KINGDOM EXHIBITS WELL REPRESENTED 
AT THE CANADIAN INTERNATIONAL TRADE FAIR

ANADA’S 1953 International Trade Fair, the sixth since its 
inauguration in 1948, may well prove to have earned the title 


of biggest and best since the Fair’s inception. Space occupied, 
approximately 263,000 square feet, was well ahead of last year’s 
bookings and was greater than any previous Fair. Quality and 
variety of exhibits equalled, or perhaps surpassed, that of most 
earlier years. 

Once again Canada occupied well over half of the total space. 
The United Kingdom was second with almost one-fifth—approxi- 
mately 50,000 square feet. Other principal exhibitors occupied 
space in square feet as follows :—Germany, 20,420 ; United States, 
17,660 ; Belgium, 6,540. France, Holland, Austria, India, Japan, 
Sweden and Ireland each occupied over 1,000 square feet. Other 
countries present, in order of space volume, were the Republic 
of Korea, Spain, Finland, South Africa, Denmark, Italy, Jamaica, 
Norway, Switzerland, Hong Kong, Colombia, Guatemala, Pakistan 
and Peru. Altogether 27 countries were represented by exhibits. 


Consumer Displays 


Consumer interest displays included textiles, sportswear, jewellery, 
foodstuffs, beverages, drugs, tobacco, cigars and cigarettes, hard- 
ware, kitchenware, and sewing machines. 

Capital goods included practically every type of machinery for 
manufacturing, construction and agriculture. What was claimed 
to be the largest collection of machine tools ever seen in Canada, 
comprising 11 countries and some 500 producers, was the highlight 
of this machinery group. Canada, the United Kingdom, Germany 
and the United States were the leaders in machine tools. 

In the extensive open-air section, introduced at the Fair last 


year, mammoth construction and road building units took up 
most of the space and presented a busy scene of action. 

Technical exhibits included precision instruments, electronic 
computors and intercommunication sets for offices and factories. 
Some of the latest processes in plastics, in metals including 
aluminium, and in chemicals, were also exhibits of interest. 

Non-commercial and prestige exhibits by Canadian Federal 
and Provincial Governments, cities, insurance companies, harbour 
boards, and market research specialists were again in evidence to 
complete the nineteen categories comprising this year’s Fair. 


Part in International Trade 


The Fair was opened on June 1 by Mr. Lester B. Pearson, Canada’s 
Secretary of State for External Affairs, in bright early June weather 
and a happy Coronation atmosphere. It closed yesterday. At 
an official luncheon following the opening Mr. Pearson said :— 

“Each year the Canadian International Trade Fair has grown 
from strength to strength. ‘This year, I understand, it is literally 
bursting at the seams. The Fair has wom a permanent place not 
only in the industrial and trading life of Canada but in the capitals 
and the market places of the world. We must be on the alert 
and press forward with measures to increase and improve inter- 
national trade on the widest possible basis. This International 
Trade Fair is itself a symbol of Canada’s interest in such a policy 
and of her desire to play a part in bringing such a policy into effect. 
Sound economic relations cannot be built securely on discrimination 
and regionalism, or on restrictions and economic nationalism. 

“I can say to you that Canada can be counted on to support 
any measures for extending international economic co-operation

United Kingdom Exhibits 


As in most previous years, the accent of the United Kingdom’s 
participation was on heavy and light machinery and machine tools. 
Well over four-fifths of the space occupied was in this field. The 
remaining space was occupied mainly by displays of alcoholic 
beverages, kitchenware, cutlery, medical equipment, floor polishers 
and vacuum cleaners, office equipment, household appliances and 
food mixers. Several of the principal exports to Canada, such as 
textiles and chinaware, were not represented, at least directly. United 
Kingdom goods in these and other categories, however, were shown 
to some extent in composite displays by Canadian agents. In 
addition, a number of the exhibitors listed as Canadian firms, 
especially in the machinery ficld, were subsidiaries of United Kingdom

manufacturers, and as such they were dollar earners for the United 
Kingdom. 

For the second successive year most United Kingdom machinery 
displays were under the guidance of individual Canadian branches 
or agents rather than promoted by the respective Federations and 
Associations in the United Kingdom. Two exceptions were The 
Federation of British Hand Tool Manufacturers and The National 
Federation of Engineers’ Tools Manufacturers. These two had 
composite exhibits of the hand tools and engineers’ cutting tools made 
by several of their member firms. 


Machine Tools 


Some 25 individual United Kingdom small tool manufacturers 
were also showing such products as drills, wrenches, reamers, milling 
cutters, lathe tools, hacksaws, hand, tenon and circular saws, spanners, 
pliers, screwdrivers, hammers for all purposes and hand saws. In 
the testing equipment field about a dozen United Kingdom firms 
presented a variety of measuring equipment, gauges and engineers’ 
optical instruments. 

The United Kingdom was again a very strong contender in the 
machine tools section with over 70 separate firms showing. Exhibits 
included vertical and horizontal milling machines, portable drilling 
machines, dovetailers, morticers, borers, automatic bar and chucking 
machines, multi-tool lathes, planing, slotting and shaping machines, 
pipe cutters, precision grinding machines, veneer and special wood- 
working machines, broaching machines, sliding, surfacing, screw- 
cutting and boring lathes, threading machines, gear cutters, milling 
cutters, shank tools, reamers, optical profile grinders, tube benders 
and a host of other entries in the machine tool field. 


Plant Equipment and Processing Machinery 


The classification of plant equipment and processing machinery 
embraces a variety of machinery and equipment for practically every 
type of industrial production. Here, too, the United Kingdom was 
well to the fore with impressive showings of plastic extrusion and 
injection moulding machines, mechanical and hand operated lubricat- 
ing equipment, abrasive wheel cutting-off machines, plate benders, 
tube stretchers, stationary and portable compressors, pre-forming 
machines, presses, tableting machines, oxygen cutting and profiling 
machines, showcard and materials marking machines, greasing 
equipment, automatic shell mould investing for foundries, wood box 
printing and nailing machines, industrial sewing machines, and 
equipment for many other industrial uses. 

In materials handling and packaging equipment the United

Kingdom was represented by diesel fork lift trucks, chain hoists, 
adjuster equalizing slings, ratchets, hoists, chain and belt conveyors, 
shelving and lockers, machines for bundling and wrapping packeted 
goods such as cigarettes, etc. Three firms in the office and factory 
equipment field again exhibited their safes, vault doors, steel rolling 
shutters, steel storage equipment for factories, warehouses and 
offices, bank and security equipment. 


Heavy Construction and Road Building Equipment 


Midway between the Coliseum and the Automotive Building was 
a mechanized “‘ road show.”” Great machines, gaily painted in red, 
blue, green or orange, lent colour to the scene. Earth-moving 
equipment, diesel dump trucks, mobile cranes, concrete mixers, were 
all there for visitors to examine and operate. Present in this 
impressive outdoor display was an English firm which makes the 
proud claim that in the five post-war years since they renewed exports 
of road rollers to Canada they have earned for Britain 30-5 per cent. 
of all Canadian dollars spent for road rollers with all exporting 
countries.

Canada, this year more than ever, amply demonstrated that her 
greatly expanded and varied industries now have complete faith in 
the value of the Trade Fair as a business booster, both at home and 
abroad. ‘The Fair has been, since its inception, strictly a matter of 
business, but in its earlier years some Canadian manufacturers were 
inclined to regard it as just another spectacle to dazzle the eye and 
bewilder the mind. Now they have come to the conclusion that it is 
not an extravaganza designed to stagger the public imagination, but 
that its purpose is to assist international trade, on which Canada 
depends for 25 per cent. of her income. They have found, too, that 
it helps to augment their domestic business. The result is that this 
year, with exhibits covering more area than ever before, Canada was 
represented in all sections and was the largest total space holder. 

The range and quality of Canadian goods displayed was impressive. 
A visit to the open air heavy construction and road-building equipment 
section supplied striking evidence of Canada’s growing strength as a 
supplier of much of her own capital goods requirements. In 
practically every other field, too, from smallwares and fancy goods 
to machine tools and plant equipment, it was plain to see that 
outsiders must be on their toes to meet domestic competition. It 
was noticeable, however, that Canada’s important and rapidly 
expanding textile industry was sparsely represented in comparison 
with the strong showings from several European countries. 


European Competition 
In third place this year, both for space and variety of goods, 
Germany unquestionably demonstrated a determined effort to capture 
as large a portion as possible of the present and ever-growing future 
Canadian market. Their attack was well organized and forceful. 


The German sign-posts were evident throughout the entire Fair. The 
exhibits they pointed to were strikingly and tastefully presented, and, 
equally or perhaps more important, ably manned. 

These individual and group displays from Germany embraced 
such goods as heavy machinery, machine and hand tools, medical 
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and optical equipment, adding and duplicating machines, scientific 
instruments, cameras, watches and jewellery, textiles and many other 
articles. Adding force to these exhibitors’ individual efforts were 
two strategically located and well staffed information centres. One 
was the Trade and Tourist Information Centre in the Coliseum 
setting for consumer goods, the other a Machinery Information Office 
in the Automotive Building. Both were under the auspices of the 
German-Canadian Trade Promotion Office in Toronto. 

For the first time in any strength at the Trade Fair, Austria made 
a very creditable showing with woodworking machines, sporting guns 
and rifles, saws, microphones and loudspeakers, leather and rubber 
goods, cutlery, china and glassware, jewellery, watches and silverware, 
and measuring instruments. Undismayed by an unloading accident 
which deposited packing cases containing pianos and framed works 
of art in Toronto Harbour, the Austrians capitalized on the incident by 
displaying an arresting sign headed “ Splash” and showing photo- 
graphs of the valuable goods in the water. The notice intimated that 
replacements were being flown to Toronto and invited a return visit 
to the booth. 

Other European countries represented in varying strength were 
France, Belgium and Holland, all back again with well displayed 
textile piece-goods and wearing apparel, and coming into other 
categories with smaller displays of machinery, bicycles, glassware, 
household appliances, leather goods and giftware. 

Italy featured mosaic tiles, knitting machines, calculating machines, 
photo enlargers and wines. Sweden showed aircraft gangways and 
portable staircases, precision gauges, adding machines, sewing 
machines and some machinery. Switzerland’s main exhibits were 
gear cutting, jig boring, grinding and milling machines, plus tempera- 
ture controls. In a relatively small space Spain had _ velvets, 
corduroys and moquettes as well as leather handbags and jewellery 
boxes. 

Other countries operating trade information booths only or with 
small displays were Norway, Denmark, Guatemala, Bahamas, 
Jamaica, Colombia, Hong Kong, British Guiana, Republic of Korea, 
Peru, India and Pakistan. 

Japan was not a particularly serious contender in this 1953 C.I.T.F., 
her offering being mainly silks and associated fabrics, bamboo 
products, glassware, cheap toys, bicycles and sewing machines. 
Australia and South Africa had their customary wine and liqueur 
exhibits. 

A newcomer this year was the Irish Republic which, in addition to a 
booth operated by the Irish Dollar Export Corporation in Dublin, 
was showing woollens and worsteds, leather, Irish whiskeys, fruit 
cake, confectionery, decorated household glassware, linens, lace, 
gloves and soft toys. 

The United States emphasis was on heavy and light machinery, 
scientific and precision apparatus, office machinery, tubular steel 
scaffolding, firearms and mechanical toys. Several of these United 
States exhibits were operated by Canadian agents or subsidiaries. 
The Trade Fair authorities were hoping to attract a much larger 
number of American Business visitors and buyers this year. 


Hope for Increased Attendances 


There were good grounds for expecting an increase in the number 
of visitors from all directions. Much credit and high praise is due 
to those who so smoothly and efficiently present this one and only 
truly international trade event on the North American continent. 
It has weathered the storm, from a fairly smooth launching in 1948 
through a minor sea of troubles, to a position which now seems to 
have placed it on the crest of the waves. There now seems to be 
little doubt about its established annual continuance. 

As in former years the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner’s 
office in Toronto operated an information booth just off the main 
Reception Area in the Coliseum. For the second time this information 
centre was shared with the Travel Association of Great Britain, which 
recently opened attractive Toronto premises of its own under the 
experienced guidance of Mr. Alistair McLean. This proved the 
stopping place for many inquirers interested in United Kingdom 
trade and tourism and enabled the Trade Commissioner and some 
of his staff to be readily available on the spot to United Kingdom 
exhibitors who required assistance. Colourful dioramas and attractive 
illustrated literature, combined with authentic information given by 
Mr. McLean and his assistants, should encourage many visitors to 
“The Old Country.” On the trade side, many United Kingdom 
trade and technical publications, supplied by publishers who also 
had booths of their own in the Fair buildings, proved interesting and 
useful to visitors.

Gold and Dollar and E.P.U. Position 
in May 


URING MAY the Sterling Area had a gold and dollar surplus 
of $48 million. The gold and dollar reserves, therefore, stood at 
$2,321 million at May 31. 
The above surplus arose after taking account of :— 
receipts from the United States during the month of $13 million 
as Defence Aid; and 
receipt from the European Payments Union of $21 million, 
representing that part of the April surplus of £15-3 million 
which was settled in gold or dollars. 


Provisional E.P.U. result for May 


On the provisional figures for the month, the United Kingdom had 
a surplus in May with the European Payments Union of £7:1 million, 
which (if no country uses existing resources of sterling) will fall to 
be settled in June, as to £3-6 million in gold or dollars and as to 
£3-6 million by reduction of debt to the Union.

Princess Margaret Opens Antique 


Dealers’ Fair 


PRINCESS MARGARET opened the Thirteenth Antique Dealers” 

Fair and Exhibition at Grosvenor House, London, on Wednesday. 
Except for the war years the Fair has been held each year since 1934, 
and it has gained in popularity year by year. Her late Majesty 
Queen Mary became a Patron in 1937 and remained so until her 
death. 

Again this year objects of great interest and beauty may be seen 
from the collections of Her Majesty the Queen, Queen Elizabeth the 
Queen Mother, the late Queen Mary, and other members of the 
Royal Family. 

Except for the Royal and other loans, the articles on show are all 
for sale. The importance of the Fair from a business standpoint 
can be measured by the fact that last year the sales amounted to 
something like £500,000. Moreover, as a great many of the visitors 
were from overseas, the event can well be regarded as making a 
valuable contribution to Britain’s export trade. 

When visiting the Exhibition it is important to remember that it is 
a fundamental requirement that each object must have been made 
prior to the year 1830, which is taken as the dividing line between the 
Handcraft Age and the Machine Era. Furthermore, it is laid down 
that each article shall be a true specimen of the period it is represented 
to be. To ensure that these regulations are strictly observed every 
article exhibited is carefully examined by experts drawn from 16 or 
more different Committees before it is allowed to take its place on 
the stand. It is largely due to this care and attention that the Antique 
Dealers’ Fair has earned for itself a high international reputation and 
public confidence in its integrity. The objects assembled are very 
diverse in character and origin, comprising not only British antiques, 
but those of many other countries. They range from the warm tones 
of furniture of the oak, walnut and mahogany ages, the pinks, greens 
and blues of porcelains, the many different colourings of china and 
pottery, glass, gold, silver, jewellery, clocks, watches, books, pictures, 
prints, tapestries, carpets, pewter, miniatures and architectural items 
to curiosities and antiques of the Egyptian, Roman and Greek 
civilizations. 

To attempt to describe all the treasures on view would be a 
lengthy task, but the following examples may help to give some idea 
of what may be seen at the exhibition :— 

Of interest to connoisseurs is a little mid-16th century figure in 
gold of the infant Hercules strangling the Serpent standing om a 
marble plinth. From the fact that the figure is holding a tower in one 
hand is deduced the belief that this work of art belonged to a member 
of the Giustiniani Family of the Middle Ages, three of whom were 
Doges of Venice and others were Cardinals, Bishops, and merchant 
princes who controlled the trade of a number of the Aegean Isles. 
The figure bears the hall mark of the Venetian Republic. 

An historic snuff box given by the City of Cork to Captain Lums- 
daine of the Polyphemus for the part he played in driving off the 
French Fleet which brought an army of 25,000 men to invade Ireland 
and captured a French frigate in 1797. 

‘The Howe Plate, meat dishes and dinner plates of silver, all 
engraved with the arms of George III and the crest of Admiral Earl 
Howe, to whom they were supplied when he was given the mission of 
restoring peace in the American Colonies. 


A 17th century gold bowl entirely made up of gold coins. An 
early silver tobacco box of the days of Charles II], 1676, has a skull 
engraved on the inside of the lid. A set of six strawberry dishes 
bears in the centre of each the monogram of Queen Anne. Their 
date is 1713. A gold snuff box bears the embossed busts of George II 
and his Queen. ‘here are Henry VIIT and James I silver spoons.

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Plastics Exhibition Reflects Further 
Advances inthe Industry’s Techniques 


HE second British Plastics Exhibition and Convention was opened 

on Monday at Olympia, London, and will remain open until 
June 18. The exhibition is sponsored and organized by the journal 
British Plastics in conjunction with the British Plastics Federation 
and covers an area of 90,000 square feet and more than 90 firms are 
represented. 

At the opening ceremony on Monday, Mr. C. S. Dingley, chairman 
of the British Plastics Federation, said that the days when plastics 
were regarded as substitutes were gone. ‘They were now recognized 
as materials in their own right with virtues which justified their 
application. He continued that women did not buy nylon stockings 
merely as substitutes for other varieties. Cable coverings in p.v.c. 
or polythene were specified because they were the most suitable and 
synthetic resin adhesives were used to produce the best plywood. 
In the textile industry synthetic resins were finding increasing 
applications for the improvement of textiles, and wet-strength paper 
was now being more generally used, especially for towels and food- 
wrapping. In the catering trade, melamine tableware was coming 
into its own because it did not chip and the overall cost proved 
economical. In the electrical industry a plastics moulding was 
stipulated because of its insulating properties, its low cost of repetitive 
production and its dimensional accuracy, facilitating ease and rapidity 
of subsequent assembly. 

Mr. Dingley said that plastics could help very much in the produc- 
tion drive. The cry of “ greater output ” was not merely 
an exhortation to harder work by the miner at the coal-face and the 
operator at the machine, it should stimulate the worker in the 
laboratory, the worker who did the planning, and the worker in the 
drawing-office. It was inventiveness that enabled greater wealth 
to be produced per unit of effort on the part of the operative. At the 
convention in conjunction with the exhibition much would be learned 
about the developments taking place in the plastics industry which 
would aid productivity. 

The convention, which will hold daily sessions until Wednesday, 
June 17, has been organized by a committee on which are represented 
the British Plastics Federation, the Plastics Institute and the Society 
of the Chemical Industry. Lord Halsbury, managing director of the 
National Research Development Corporation, gave the inaugural 
address at the convention on Monday. Subjects to be discussed 
during the convention include chemicals, engineering, mining, 
building, wood-working, furniture-making, radio, electricity, cars, 
aircraft, catering, food, textiles, footwear, glass, rubber, toys, small 
boat-building and merchandising and sales. 

The organizers of the exhibition state that plastics remain one of 
the most rapidly developing of all industries and current production 
is estimated to be at the rate of 190,000 tons a year, about six times 
greater than the rate in 1938. Exports are expanding also, for in 
1949, some 20,000 tons of plastics materials were sold abroad with a 
value of more than £5 million. By 1951, these figures had risen to 
53,000 tons, worth £16,330,000. Import restrictions and increasing 
foreign competition decreased last year’s trading figures to 43,000 tons, 
valued at £13,500,000, but for the first four months of this year the 
totals were more than 17,000 tons with a value of nearly £5 million. 

Among the many exhibits are giant plastic mouldings which 
include a glider wing, 30 feet long and weighing approximately 155 
pounds ; a radar reflector aerial, 14 feet in diameter and weighing 
345 pounds ; a motor car body of 150 pounds weight, and a static 
water tank to hold 3,600 gallons of water, which is lighter than metal 
and which can be assernbled by female labour. 

The two-door car body is designed to fit on a standard chassis and 
is held in place by eight bolts. It is strengthened with § inch steel 
tube, incorporated in the moulding process. 

British plant for the production of plastics materials and for 
fabrication is an important export and the use of British presses in the 
United States was commented on by the industry’s productivity 
team in its report on its visit to America. At the exhibition a new 
injection moulding machine is shown and is claimed to be in advance 
of anything in the United States, incorporating a newly invented and 
patented process for pre-plasticizing the raw material on the same 
machine. Other machinery is on view producing trays, globes, 
combs, door knobs and base plates for an electrical switch.

It carried for 300 miles the 
delicate apparatus with which the expedition physiologist tested the 
respiratory gases of the climbers. For this lightness and strength 
were essential and glass fibre reinforced plastic was used. 

Buyers from 37 countries accepted invitations to attend the 
exhibition.

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MPNUHE RETAIL TRADE figures for April show that the value of 
sales in the month was at much the same level as in March for 
both food and non-food goods. Compared with a year earlier 

sales of food and perishables (which are reported only by large scale 
retailers) were 8 per cent. higher, but the value of total sales of non- 
food goods was practically unchanged ; in terms of volume, however, 
food sales were probably no greater than in April last year, whereas the 
volume of non-food sales must have been higher. 


The variable position of Easter again makes it difficult to assess the 
significance of movements compared with a year ago, and there were 
this year further special factors affecting comparisons of sales in 
March and April with those in 1952. For clothing and footwear it 
was suggested last month that the inclusion in this year’s March 
figures of sales in the week immediately preceding Easter was partly 
responsible for the good results in March ; the fact that the April 
results are rather Jow compared with a year ago confirm the impression 
that the increase in sales in March compared with March 1952 was 
due mainly to the earlier Easter. April this year appears to have been 
a period of fairly quiet trading between the pre-Easter sales which 
produced the good results for March and the pre-Whitsun or pre- 
Coronation upswing in sales which is generally reported to have taken 
place in May. In the first three months of the trading year the value 
of total sales by all retailers was very little different from those in the 
three months February—April 1952, though the volume of sales must 
have been higher. 


For household goods the fact that this year’s Budget date was in 
April not in March, undoubtedly affects any comparison of consumers’ 
purchases in the two years ; even without the stimulus of the tax 
changes which did take place, April would probably have benefited as 
a result of purchases deferred from March in the hope of such changes. 
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Retail Trade in April 


In most categories of household goods April sales might therefore 
have been expected to show much better results compared with a 
year ago than did March, and this has in fact been the case ; whereas 
total March sales were scarcely higher than a year earlier, April sales 
were well above those in April 1952 for all types of retailer. The 
most striking increase in sales appears to have been for radio and 
electrical goods, a category likely to be affected by large pre-Coronation 
sales of television sets as well as by the Budget. 

All the retail sales figures are for values of sales and are influenced 
by price movements, including those due to purchase tax changes, as 
well as movements in the volume of sales. The Ministry of Labour 
Interim Index of Retail Prices showed an increase of 2 per cent. 
between March and April for food prices, but no change in prices of 
either clothing or household durable goods. The purchase tax 
changes announced in the Budget affect a large number of items in the 
household goods category but, even where retailers immediately 
reduced prices of goods already in stock, such changes would not 
yet be reflected in this price index, which measured prices on April 14, 
the day of the Budget. Prices of taxable goods actually sold in the 
month and recorded in the April sales figures may therefore have been 
slightly lower than in March. Compared with April of last year the 
Ministry of Labour Index showed an increase of 8 per cent. in food 
prices, whereas prices of clothing (including footwear) were 4 per cent. 
lower and those of household durable goods already 24 per cent. 
lower, before any price changes following the Budget.

from those of last year. In contrast to 1952 the week before Easter 
was excluded from the April period, and in the clothing trade the 
month seems to have represented a rather quiet period between pre- 
Easter sales and those in May, which would benefit from the extra 
trade due to Whitsun and the Coronation. 

Sales of women’s and children’s wear remained at almost the same 
level as in March but were a little lower than in April 1952. The 
multiple shops were the only type of business to record an increase 
in sales in this category compared with a year earlier, and that increase 
was very modest. Returns from large retailers who sub-divide their 
figures within this field show that some improvement in their sales 
of women’s underwear and millinery compared with a year earlier 
was counterbalanced by reductions in sales of girls’ and children’s 
wear and of dress materials. Cumulative sales for the whole category 
by large retailers in the first three months of the trading year were 
4 per cent. higher than in the period February—April 1952, while 
sales of independent retailers were unchanged. 

Compared with a year earlier, trade in men’s and boys’ wear was 
slightly worse than that in women’s and children’s wear. Only the 
multiple shops achieved the same level of sales of men’s and boys’ 
wear as in April 1952, the other types of retailer all recording appreci- 
able falls. The reduction was more marked in the case of independent 
men’s outfitters than for bespoke tailors. Cumulative trade of large 
retailers in men’s and boys’ wear in the trading year up to the end of 
April showed no change compared with February—April 1952 and that 
of the independent retailers showed a slight fall. 

Footwear results seem to have been disappointing for most retailers. 
The independent boot and shoe shops recorded sales 6 per cent. 
lower than a year earlier, and sales of the large retailers taken together 
were 11 per cent. down. As the outcome of these less favourable 
results total sales in the period February—April by large retailers 
were 3 per cent. lower than in the corresponding period a year earlier, 
while sales of the independent shops were almost unchanged. 


The combined index for large retailers’ footwear and clothing 
stocks remained at the same level as in March, the value of stocks 
continuing to be substantially lower than at the same time last vear. 
The value of stocks of women’s and children’s wear was, in fact, a 
little higher than in April 1952, but stocks of men’s and boys’ wear and 
of footwear had been relatively high at that time and by the end of 
April 1953 there were reductions compared with a year earlier of 25 
and 9 per cent. respectively in those goods.

Household Goods 


The figures in the household goods section present a notable con- 
trast to the apparel group, with increases in sales over a year earlier 
ranging from 13 to 34 per cent. for the various types of retailer. It is 
here that reduction in purchase tax would undoubtedly have stimulated 
sales, and sales of television sets in particular must have been already 
influenced by pre-Coronation buying. 

Sales of furniture and furnishings both for the large retailers as a 
whole and for the independent shops were about 15 per cent. higher 
than in April 1952. ‘There were varying results among the furniture 
sub-categories ; those large retailers making detailed returns recorded 
sales of furniture and bedding and of floer coverings considerably 
higher but those of furnishing fabrics and household textiles slightly 
lower than a year earlier. In the trading year to date sales of furniture 
and furnishings by large retailers were 2 per cent. up compared with 
the period February-April 1952 and sales by independent furnishers 
were 8 per cent. highet 

Sales of hardware, radio and electrical goods by all large retailers 
were 23 per cent. higher than in April 1952 ; since hardware sales 
reported by those firms who sub-divide their figures increased by 
17 per cent., thei of radio and electrical goods must have been 
substantially higher— although no separate figure is available for this 
sub-category. II sales by independent only 
slightly but sal lio and electrical goods by independent dealers 
were 26 per cent. higher than a year earlier. In the first three months 
of the trading year sales of hardware, radio and electrical goods by 
large and independent retailers were 6 and 2 per cent. higher re- 
spectively than in the corresponding period of 1952.

Other Non-Food Merchandise 


Except for books, stationery, etc., sales of which remained almost 
unchanged, there were modest increases for sales in the remaining 
categories of non-food merchandise compared with a year earlier ; 
the biggest change was in the sub-category of jewellery, etc., where 
sales by large retailers rose by 6 per cent. Similarly, cumulative 
sales in the trading year to date of books and stationery were little 
changed while for the other non-food goods increases of up to 5 per 
cent. compared with February—April 1952 were recorded, 

Stocks of these goods held by large retailers continued, as for some 
months past, to show a decline compared with a year earlier. For 
books and stationery the value of stocks was 13 per cent. down and 
for sports goods, toys and cycles 17 per cent. down. 


Food and Perishables 


The increase compared with a year earlier in sales of food and 
perishables by large retailers was only 8 per cent. in April after having

been 11 per cent. in March and February. This change is at least 
in part attributable to the fact that food prices showed a smaller 
increase compared with a year earlier in April than in March, 

As might have been expected, sales of sweets and chocolate were 
not maintained at the high March level ; the increase of 33 per cent. 
compared with a year earlier was considerably smaller than that 
recorded in March. Sales of groceries and provisions likewise 
showed a smaller increase than in the previous month, and those of 
bakery were again lower than a year earlier. As is often the case an 
increase (of 32 per cent.) in sales of fresh meat was accompanied by 
a fall in sales of fish, poultry, game and rabbits. ‘The only note- 
worthy changes compared with last year among the remaining sub- 
categories were increases of about 10 per cent. in sales of fresh milk 
and of fruit, vegetables and flowers. 

Cumulative turnover of food and perishables in the trading year to 
date was 10 per cent. higher than in the corresponding three months 
of 1952. Stocks, which are reported by a much smaller sample, 
were at the same level as at the end of April last year.

The total net tonnage of clearances with cargo was 3-9 million tons, 
the daily average being 2 per cent. higher than in March and 5 per 
cent. greater than in April 1952. ‘The daily average of clearances 
was the highest recorded for April since 1939, 

Foreign tonnage accounted for 42 per cent. of the total entrances 
with cargo in April. This was the same proportion as in April last 
year but was slightly lower than in March. For clearances with 
cargo the proportion was 34 per cent. compared with 38 per cent. for 
the previous month and 35 per cent. for April last year. 


Vessels in Ballast (Table 2) 


The total net tonnage of shipping recorded as entering in ballast 
during April (1-4 million tons) was slightly more than in the previous 
month. Of this total 459,000 tons was accounted for by vessels 
entering with passengers only, a high figure for the time of year, 
the daily average being 66 per cent. higher than in March and 
19 per cent. greater than in April last year: ‘The tonnage of vessels 
calling for bunkers only was 30,000 tons net, the daily rate showing a 
drop of 10 per cent. compared with March and 73 per cent. compared 
with April 1952. For other vessels entering in ballast (955,000 tons 
net) the daily rate was 14 per cent. less than in the previous month 
and 7 per cent. less than in April 1952. 

Clearances in ballast during April amounted to nearly 3 million 
tons net. Vessels clearing with bunkers only accounted for 1,279,000 
tons net which, on a daily average basis, was 6 per cent. higher than 
in March but 8 per cent. lower than in April last year. For vessels 
clearing with passengers only, the figure was 372,000 tons net which 
represented an increase in the daily rate of 55 per cent. compared 
with March but a decrease of 9 per cent. compared with April last 
year. For other vessels clearing in ballast (1,346,000 tons net) the 
daily average was 2 per cent. less than in March 1953 and 5 per cent. 
less than in April 1952. 


Arrivals and Departures with Cargo (Table 3) 


The daily average of foreign trade arrivals with cargo during April 
was higher than in the previous month at seven of the eleven port 
areas. Compared with April 1952 there were increases at six port 
areas, the largest increases being in the North East Coast and Humber 
areas, which were 14 and 13 per cent. higher respectively and the 
Thames area, which was 9 per cent. higher, recorded the highest 
figure of arrivals since August 1951. The largest decreases were at 
the East Coast of Scotland and the West Coast of Scotland port areas 
which were both 10 per cent. lower than in April last year. 

For departures with cargo the daily average was lower than in 
March at seven of the port areas while compared with April 1952 it 
was higher at seven areas. The largest increases were recorded at 
the Humber area (35 per cent.), North-East Coast (20 per cent.),

West Coast of Scotland (11 per cent.), West Channel (10 per cent.) 
and the ‘Thames area (8 per cent.). The largest decreases were at the 
Bristol Channel area (6 per cent.) and the East Coast of Scotland 
(4 per cent.). 


Coasting Trade (Table 4) 


The daily average rates of both arrivals and departures with cargo 
in the coasting trade were slightly higher than in March this year and 
April last year.

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Further Fall in Value of Sales in First Quarter 


HE VALUE of sales to visitors under the Personal Export 

Scheme during the first quarter of this year was £521,000. This 

represented a decline of 34 per cent. compared with the 
corresponding period of 1952 although the number of visitors arriving 
was 10 per cent. higher. 

Sales to visitors from each of the areas distinguished were lower 
than in the first quarter of last year, the greatest decrease (43 per 
cent.) being in sales to visitors from the Rest of Sterling Area 
(£181,000), the number of visitors from which was slightly higher. 
Sales to visitors from the United States (£69,000) fell by 25 per cent.

Trade of Wholesale Textile Houses in April 


HE FIGURES of total home track 

show a seasonal fall in April from the spring peak in the previous 
month. Leaving aside the exceptional conditions of 1951, home 
trade was better than in April of either 1952 or 1950 although, on the 
other hand, the March-April fall was steeper than the pre-war seasonal 
movement. Judged on recent experience, therefore, wholesale trade 
in the month appears to have been at a reasonable level. Total sales 
in the first four months of the year were just over 6 per cent. higher 
than in the same period of 1952 ; clothing sales have shown a greater 
increase but sales of piece-goods, household textiles and furnishings 


of wholesale textile houses 


lower than a year earlier. 

Sales of women's, girls’ and children’s wear were nearly 12 per 
cent. higher than in April 1952, a rise shared by all sub-sections 
except millinery, etc. and women’s hose. The two sub-sections of 
knitted goods, which showed the largest increases in sales compared 
with a year earlier, were the ones which experienced the most severe 
reductions in April 1952. ‘Total trade in women’s wear was 12 per 
cent. higher in the first four months of the year than in the corres- 
ponding period of 1952. 

In men’s and boys’ wear total sales were 16 per cent. higher than a

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Wool Output and Employment 





Wool Textile Production Maintained in April 


F Mgt dye in the woollen and worsted industry in April, as 
shown by figures provided by the Wool Industry Bureau of 

Statistics, was maintained at about the same level as in March, 
with wool consumption continuing to rise and a slight fall in the output 
of the weaving sections. 


The following paragraphs deal with the rate of consumption and 
production per working day, and not with the figures as shown in 
the tables. ‘There were 20 working days in April, compared with 22 
in March and 20 in April, 1952. 

Consumption of wool again increased, by about 2 per cent., and 
was the highest since 1950. The whole of the increase was in woollen 
spinning and felting, which had been lagging behind. Consumption 
of other fibres also showed an increase. The proportion of crossbred 
to merino wool consumed again increased. 

Top production showed practically no change but there was an 
increase of 3 per cent. in deliveries of worsted yarn, mainly accounted 
for by hosiery yarn. ‘The estimate of woollen yarn production for 
the first quarter of the year, now available, shows an increase of about 
4 per cent. compared with the last quarter of 1952, bringing it to 
about the average 1950 level. 

Deliveries of worsted fabrics were 2 per cent. higher per working 
day than in March, but this was outweighed by falls of 4 and 13 per 
cent. in deliveries of woollen fabrics and blankets respectively. 

The rise in employment in all five main sections of the industry 
continued, the most marked increase being in the worsted spinning 
section.

1. Woven woollen fabrics include fabrics which are mainly woollen 
by weight of components and, similarly, woven worsted fabrics

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Movements of Wholesale Prices in May 


HE basic materials index declined by 0-5 per cent. in May. 

Rises in the prices of raw wool (up 4°3 per cent.), raw cotton (up 

1:7 per cent.) and rubber (up 4-4 per cent.) were more than 
offset by falls in the prices of copper (down 7-9 per cent.), imported 
softwood (down 2°3 per cent.), palm oil (down 23-1 per cent.), whale 
oil (down 30-2 per cent.) and molasses (down 15-6 per cent.). The 
substantial fall in copper prices which took place towards the end of 
April was only partially reflected in the index for that month, but had 
its main effect in the May index ; changes in the prices of other 
commodities in the index during May approximately cancelled each 
other out. 

Each of the four other indices of materials used in industry also fell 
during May. Reductions in the price of copper and brass items 
featured largely in the substantial fall of 3-4 per cent. in the index for 
materials used in the electrical machinery industry ; the index for 
mechanical engineering materials, in which the copper items carry 
a much smaller weight, fell less sharply—by 1-7 per cent. The slight 
fall in both the indices for building materials was primarily due to 
reduced timber and joinery prices. 

Most of the industrial output price indices remained stationary in 
May. Among those that declined was the index for soap, candles 
and glycerine, as well as the indices for coal and for rubber tyres and 
tubes, the last named falling by 4-9 per cent. ‘Those that increased 
included the indices for refractory bricks (up 1-5 per cent.) and cement 
(up 0-9 per cent.) Each of the three clothing indices also rose slightly, 
hosiery and other knitted goods by 0-4 per cent., made-up clothing by 
0-2 per cent. and boots and shoes by under 0-1 per cent. There were

Among the commodity indices which fell during May and to which 
no reference has been made above were those for cork sheet, rubber 
footwear, imported hides and skins, sisal and coir yarn. Commodities 
which rose in price included wool tops, worsted yarns, serge cloth, 
raw silk—and raw jute, the price of which rose by 15-4 per cent. at 
the end of May.

New Index Numbers 


Ten new indices are published for the first time this month, all of 
them in the commodity series. 

Of these new indices three, covering radiograms, radio receivers and 
television receivers, are published by arrangement with the Ministry 
of Supply. These index numbers, which are shown quarterly, relate 
to the price on the last day of the months concerned. Four of the 
other new indices are for textiles, namely Harris tweed, serge cloth 
wool tops and worsted yarn. 

The index for miscellaneous hand tools and implements covers a 
wide range of items such as drills, planes, spanners, vices, hammers, 
saws, chisels, spades and shears. The rubber footwear index, also 
published for the first time, combines the price movements of items 
such as plimsolls, tennis shoes, wellingtons and knee boots. Finally, 
there is the newly-published index for synthetic detergents which 
covers another of the groups of commodities included in the industrial 
output price index for soap, candles and glycerine first published last 
month,

1. The indices are in most cases given to the nearest first place 
of decimals. The sample nature of price index numbers is, however, 
such that these figures will ordinarily have little significance ; they 
are included to facilitate any further calculations which may be made 
with the index numbers, and to avoid concealing small month-to- 
month movements. 


2. The index numbers of industrial output relate to all the output 
sold outside the industry, including subsidiary products, by-products 
and, where possible, exports. Products transferred between firms 
within the industry are, however, excluded. 


3. Commodity indices which include more than one price series 
have internal weights representing either output value proportions or 
consumption value proportions. 


4. ‘The descriptions of the items in the commodity series are those 


for which quotations are currently obtained. Where changes have 
taken place an adjustment is made to maintain comparability. 


5. Articles introducing the new series of index numbers and 
explaining their scope, appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on 
May 19 and June 16,1951. The issue of June 16 also gave a list of the 
commodities included in the index of basic materials (excluding fuel) 
for non-food industries. Details of the other indices of industrial 
materials, namely those for the electrical machinery and mechanical 
engineering industries and for building and civil engineering, appeared 
in the Board of Trade Journal on September 16, 1950, and February 10 
and May 19, 1951, respectively. It is not intended at present to 
publish in the Board of Trade Journal details of the constituent 
items and the weights used in the construction of the indices of 
industrial output and the commodity indices ; where it is possible to 
issue these, they may be obtained on application to the Director of 
Statistics, Board of Trade, at the address below.

U.K. Manufacturers Should Consider Possibilities 
Kor Joint Enterprise in Mexico 


The article below has been written for the Board of Trade Journal by H.M. Counsellor (Commercial) in Mexico City, and 
is another survey following the publication of the Report of the United Kingdom Mission to Venezuela, Colombia, the 


Dominican Republic, Cuba and Mexico. 


Cuba was dealt with in an article in the Board of Trade Journal on May 23 


(page 1061). 


HILE recent statistics show that a period of relative stability 

in the United Kingdom’s balance of payments has been achieved, 

giving an opportunity for long-term recovery measures, they 
also show that the need for more exports and overseas earnings is 
greater than ever. 

The task of selling more goods abroad and of increasing British 
overseas earnings is a hard one and is one which demands a thorough 
investigation into the possibilities of every foreign market. 

One prosperous market which has been woefully neglected by 
British manufacturers and exporters for more than a quarter of a 
century is Mexico, a country which has probably made more progress 
in the last few years than any other country in Latin America. 

It is not widely known in Britain that in the last fifteen years Mexico 
has been able to consolidate her financial position so that to-day her 
prestige and her credit rating in international financial circles are 
very high indeed. During the same period she has overhauled and 
expanded her old industries and has been able to establish a wide 
range of new industries well-suited in the main to the economic 
structure of the country. For many years too Mexico’s social and 
political position has been notably stable and this modern Mexico is 
to-day not only producing large quantities of raw materials of all kinds 
and excellent manufactured goods but also men of calibre, of increasing 
capacity and understanding who are keeping steady pace with the 
extraordinary progress which is being made in practically every aspect 
of Mexican life. ‘These men are firm believers in enterprise and in 
the rapid development of their country and look forward to the future 
with a justifiable confidence, for indeed their homeland has great 
potential wealth and huge natural resources. 


Development and Expansion 


The United Kingdom Trade Mission to the Latin American Dollar 
Account countries whose Report was recently published said of Mexico 
“The most impressive feature is the tremendous rate at which 
industries and natural resources of all kinds are being developed and 
expanded.”” Any visitor who comes to Mexico, no matter how short 
his stay, cannot help but be impressed with this tremendous progress 
or fail to see the important market which exists for capital equipment 
of all kinds for the exploitation of these natural resources. 

‘To the average United Kingdom manufacturer and exporter living 
in Great Britain a mention of Mexico probably revives nothing more 
than vague memories of upheavals and revolutions, of seizures of 
foreign properties, and of devaluations of the local currency. ‘The 
scanty publicity given abroad by the local authorities to Mexican 
affairs has served to make the modern Mexico something of an 
unknown quantity so that a visit to this hospitable land is indispensable 
if a reliable appraisal of its economic possibilities is to be made. 

Mexico is a land of ancient pyramids and modern cities, of the ox- 
driven and the tractor-driven plough, of mule transport and the 
aeroplane, of a people determined to increase their standard of living 
as quickly as possible. 

The United Kingdom can help Mexico in her desire to increase 
the prosperity of her people, for this country is ready to buy from us, 
to enter into “‘ joint-venture "’ schemes, to send her young students 
and technicians to learn from us, and to trade with us on an ever 
expanding scale provided we show ourselves to be genuinely and 
sincerely interested in her progress and do not regard her as something 
of a second-best market and solely as a convenient selling ground when 
our traditional markets fall off. 

Mexico can be a keen market for a wide range of British goods but 
it is most important to remember that because she has a freely 
convertible currency, salesmen of every nationality, American, Belgian, 
Dutch, French, German, Italian, Japanese, Scandinavian, and Swiss 


are redoubling their efforts in order to obtain a larger share of her 
overseas purchases. 

Last year Mexico bought approximately £270 million sterling worth 
of goods from abroad, of which approximately £228 million sterling or 
roughly 85 per cent. came from the United States of America. From 
the United Kingdom came goods to the approximate value of £7 
million sterling only or roughly 2-5 per cent. There would seem to 
be no reason at all why an ambitious effort should not be made by 
United Kingdom manufacturers and exporters to steer some of these 
large Mexican purchases away from the present strong grip of 
American manufacturers, and so bring about an expansion of trade 
with this major Latin American Republic. 


Economic Achievements 


It may not be out of place at this juncture to look at some of 
Mexico’s economic achievements during the last few years. The 
country’s industrial production, for example, has increased from 
2,113 million pesos in 1939, to 9,514 millions in 1946, and to 16,794 
millions in 1950. The national income shows a similar trend 
jumping from 5,670 million pesos in 1939, to 22,530 millions in 1946, 
to 35,300 millions by 1950. During this time the budget of the nation 
has been kept in strict balance, the monetary reserves have been 
steadily increased—they now stand at United States $274 million— 
and the country enjoys one of the highest credit ratings in the world. 
Industrial expansion may be gauged by the production of 600,000 tons 
of iron and steel for general industry in 1952 and by the plans which 
are in hand to extend production by 1954 to 800,000 tons and 
eventually to 1,500,000 tons annually. The Federal Electricity 
Commission have also lent a hand in the country’s economic expansion 
by increasing their plants from 23 with a capacity of 44,300 Kilowatts 
in 1947 to 215 plants with a capacity of 390,000 Kilowatts. Their 
transmission lines have also grown from 620 kilometres in 1947 to 
1,527 kilometres by the end of 1952. 

Mexico has good coal and ore and water power reserves with which 
to continue her industrial expansion and is intensifying her efforts 
to utilize these natural resources. 

Mexico relies for her foreign income on the exports of her agri- 
cultural and mining products and on her large tourist trade. She 
needs to increase her exports in order to maintain and continue her 
economic development and for this reason particular attention has 
been given to increasing agricultural yields through the use of 
fertilizers and to creating new lands and arranging greater diversifica- 
tion of crops through irrigation schemes. 


Increase in Productivity 


A great deal has already been done to increase productivity and a 
quick trip to the Yaqui Valley in the Northwest or to the Mexicali 
region of Northern Lower California will show a visitor the rapid 
progress which has been achieved in the last few years. In the Yaqui 
Valley alone 600,000 hectares of new lands, having a greater average 
depth of soil than that found in the rich lands of the Nile Valley of 
Egypt, are being brought into production now that the irrigation 
scheme there is nearing completion. New immigrants are moving to 
this agricultural Eldorado daily for the young hard-working farmer 
can be assured that his diligence will be amply rewarded. 

Slightly further south in the vicinity of the town of Los Mochis 
another irrigation scheme is likely to be terminated by 1955. Here 
again many scores of thousands of hectares of fertile new lands will 
be formed and will give increased yields of such important industrial 
and foodstuffs crops as cotton, sugar, maize, wheat, tomatoes, peppers, 
and market garden produce. 

The people of these two regions and those of the Mexicali region of 
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Northern Lower California, an area helped by the Imperial Valley 
irrigation scheme of California (United States) as well as by local 
projects, are finding a ready market for eve rything they can produce 
in the United States of America. A convenient transport service, the 
Southern Pacific Railway, is already serving the first two areas and 
there will be additional facilities as soon as the road between Nogales 
and Mexico City is completed. Only approximately 300 kilometres 
between Navajoa and Culiacan needs to be paved and this might well 
be done before the end of 1953. 

Transport is, however, one of the weak points of this progressive 
country and the rehabilitation of the railways and the construction 
of many feeder roads to connect outlying districts with the main 
arterial highways are of paramount importance. Air transport is 
playing an important role in moving goods as well as passengers but 
freight rates are high and too costly for | ulky cargoes. 

Mention has only been made of three areas which are growing in 
prosperity and which will continue to develop as more people move in 
during the coming years but similar progress is also taking place in 
other large sectors of Mexico. 


Higher Living Standards 


These developments mean a higher standard of living for increasing 
numbers of people with a consequent increase in sales of consumer and 
capital goods. Opportunities must occur for the supply of all kinds 
of agricultural implements, for fertilizers, for equipment for packing 
plants, and for the multitude of things which an expanding and 
increasingly wealthy community needs 

The raising of the standard of living of many people in the 
agricultural areas will also demand an increased effort from the 
industrial populace of Mexico. National pride and sentiment insist 
that what can be manufactured in the country should be manufactured. 
Domestic production is, therefore, being encouraged not only by the 
administration but by the populace itself. Any suggestion that 
Mexico will abandon the development of her industries and revert 
to the role of a supplier of raw materials can only spring from wishful 
thinking. The government is irrevocably committed to a policy of 
industrial development. Mexican manufacturers covering an 
extensive range of light industry aim at filling an ever growing propor- 
tion of local demand, and political sentiment is in their favour. In 
some fields, particularly in the textile field, local production has 
already outstripped local consumption but this is a unique and a 
special problem. In all other industrial fields production has been 
unable to keep pace with the demand from a growing prosperous 
population and offers productive employment for local and foreign 
capital. It is obvious that when local industry is obtaining encourage- 
ment to open up and expand that it will call upon its government to 
give it ample protection against foreign products. This is being done 
in Mexico where government action has had a dual purpose (1) to 
protect local industry, and (2) to prevent too great a proportion of the 
country’s foreign exchange earnings being spent on luxury and non- 
productive goods. 

This protectionist policy of the government, supported as it is by 
the majority of the business population, calls for a new approach by 
foreign countries interested in expanding their commercial links with 
Mexico. ‘There are still many foreign goods which in spite of a high 
tariff barrier can be imported into Mexico. There are many more, 
however, which because of the tariff wall and an import licensing 
system can no longer be sold here, and it is in this field that one might 
begin to look for opportunities for ‘‘ joint-venture ”’ schemes. 

It has often been said by those in authority here that Mexico is 
anxious to obtain the co-operation of foreign capital and technicians 
for her economic development, whether it be for the formation of 
factories, for hydro-electric and irrigation schemes, or for general 
industrial purposes. It is true that these ideas have been qualified 
by statements that Mexico’s advancement should be obtained in the 
first instance through the efforts and the savings of her own people 
but there are many, many examples throughout the country of 
enterprises of joint nationality operating successfully for the benefit 
of Mexico and the co-operating country. 

Judging from the general economic situation of the world it does 
seem that there should be an assured market for all of Mexico’s 
agricultural export surpluses, both foodstuffs and industrial crops for 
many years. It is also a reasonable expectation that Mexico’s mining 
products, copper, silver, lead and zinc as well as many others, will 
continue to find export outlets for a long time ahead, although prices 
may not always be quite as good as they have been in recent years. 
Her third major source of foreign currency, her tourist trade, should 
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also continue to expand as more and more is known of the country 
and greater comforts and additional attractions are offered. 

If one accepts the fact that Mexico’s economy is on a stable basis and 
that, provided there is no major world upheaval, her economic progress 
is likely to continue, then it would seem that there is every reason why 
United Kingdom manufacturers should investigate the possibilities 
which exist for joint enterprise in Mexico. In recent years British 
experience in establishing manufacturing plants in foreign countries 
has not always been fortunate. In several countries throughout the 
world there has been an uneconomic build-up of local industries 
based on too optimistic evaluations of post-war prospects of the local 
as well as the immediately adjacent foreign markets. 

There are examples of such uneconomic enterprises in Mexico 
but taken by and large she has been more fortunate and more skilful 
in her selections. One cannot, however, escape the conclusion that 
unless Mexico can continue to increase her foreign exchange earnings 
she must either slow down her general economic progress by curtailing 
her foreign purchases of capital equipment, so essential for further 
expansion, and use these earnings for the purchase of foreign consumer 
goods or she can produce the non-essential goods herself and spend her 
surplus earnings on capital goods which will help her further advance- 
ment. ‘To continue, however, the upward production of non- 
essentials and of the lighter industrial articles, more capital and 
** know-how ”’ is necessary, and it is in this direction that opportunities 
exist for foreign companies. Capital is being formed rapidly in 
Mexico but not on a scale sufficient to maintain the present rhythm of 
progress. For this reason Mexico has in recent years accepted loans 
from the World Bank and from the Export-Import Bank as well as 
from American private banking houses. It is also for this reason that 
Mexican import houses are anxious to obtain long-term credits for 
their purchases from abroad. 

A great deal of careful and patient study of the Mexican market is 
obviously necessary for success in any venture to be fully guaranteed. 

*There is no question, however, that many solid opportunities are 
here for the seeking. ‘The door is wide open for the United Kingdom 
to come and look for these opportunities. What is certain is that if 
we are unwilling to be interested there are many other countries 
which will be.

Monetary Agreement with Germany 


THE Monetary Agreement between the United Kingdom and the 

Federal Republic of Germany which, as announced in the Board 
of Trade Journal on May 23 (page 1064), was initialled on May 14, 
1953, came into force on June 1 to replace Payments Agreement of 
1950 between the two countries. ‘The new agreement provides that 
payments between the Sterling Area and the Deutschemark Area 
shall be in either sterling or Deutschemarks, at the option of the 
parties to the particular transaction, instead of only in sterling as 
required by the old agreement. ‘The official rate of exchange between 
the two currencies is fixed at Deutschemark 11-76 = £1. 

A notice dealing with the position of the Deutschemark as a specified 
currency in consequence of the above agreement, appeared in last 
week’s Board of Trade Journal (page 1155). 


France and Belgo-Luxembourg 


Economic Union 


HE French Moniteur Officiel du Commerce et de I’ Industrie of May 

21, published the text of a trade arrangement between France and 
the Belgo-Luxembourg Economic Union, signed in Paris on May 13, 
and operative from April 1 to September 30, 1953. 

French exports will, for the most part, continue to be admitted 
freely into Belgium (including her overseas territories) and 
Luxembourg. 

Quotas for Belgo-Luxembourg exports to France and French 
territories are set out in detail in the agreement and include coffee, 
chemicals, cut diamonds, machine tools, heavy electrical plant and 
motor vehicles.

France and Denmark 


iw was announced in the French Moniteur Officiel du Commerce 

et de l’ Industrie of May 14 that in the course of negotiations that 
took place recently in Copenhagen, the Danish and French delegations 
agreed to extend for a further period of six months until September 30, 
1953, the terms of the commercial agreement of October 8, 1951 
(see Board of Trade Journal of November 3, 1951, page 915), subject 
to the following conditions and arrangements : 

French exports to Denmark still on quota will be at the rate of 
50 per cent. of the quotas in the earlier agreement and will include 
wines and spirits ; perfumery; papers, films and photographic 
plates; porcelain and faience ; hollow glassware; steel tubes; 
and radio electrical equipment. 

Danish exports to France during the six months will be in accord- 
ance with the terms of the import plan for the period submitted 
by France to the Organization for European Economic Co-operation 
(O.E.E.C.) and will be at the rate of 30 per cent. of the quotas in 
the previous agreement. ‘These will include fish; seed-potatoes; 
salami; beer; marine diesel engines and parts; machinery for the 
construction of roads and aerodromes; machinery for filling, closing 
and labelling all types of containers; dairy plant and machinery 
(except cream separators). 

Danish exports to French overseas territories will be at the rate 
of 50 per cent. of the quotas in the earlier agreement and will include 
condensed and powdered milk; butter; cheese; marine diesel 
motors and parts; refrigerating equipment.

Denmark and Czechoslovakia 


HE MAJESTY’S Representative at Copenhagen has informed the 
Board of Trade that a commercial and payments agreement 
between Denmark and Czechoslovakia has been signed in Prague on 
April 23, 1953, and is valid for one year from the date of signature. 
The quotas established under the new agreement for imports into 
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either country have been generally reduced compared with the 


agreement for the previous year. The level of trade now envisaged 
in both directions is valued at Kr. 17 million. In the case of Danish 
exports to Czechoslovakia this particularly applies to pharmaceutical 
raw materials and finished products. Provision has also been made 
for imports of cheese and apples from Denmark. Other Danish 
exports will include grass and flax seed, butter, fats, pork, fish, 
electrical apparatus and machinery, etc. 


Czechoslovak exports to Denmark will include pharmaceutical 
and chemical products, glassware and faience, textiles, buttons, 
machinery, motor vehicles, iron and metal products, etc. The 
principal Czechoslovak exports affected by reductions are textiles, 
machinery and apparatus, iron and metal products and passenger cars. 
On the other hand, provision has been made for increases in exports 
to Denmark of tractors, delivery vans and spare parts and lightweight 
motor cycles.

Italy and German Federal Republic 


HE® MAJESTY’S Representative at Rome reports that an agree- 

ment for the extension of the Italo-German Trade Agreement of 
April 19, 1952, was signed at Rome on April 23, 1953. This new 
agreement regulates trade between the two countries for the period 
from April 1, 1953, until March 31, 1954. 


Quota lists of non-liberalized goods to be exchanged have again been 
drawn up. Italian exports to the German Federal Republic will 
include spring potatoes, fresh fruit and vegetables, wines, petrol, 
textiles, and cars. 


German exports to Italy will comprise mainly transport equip- 
ment motor vehicles.

Switzerland and Hungary

land and Hungary for a new contractual period was signed on 
March 28, 1953 in Budapest. New goods lists have been drawn up 
for the period running up to September 30, 1953, with retrospective 
effect to October 1, 1952 ; these differ very slightly from the former 
lists.

Spain and Turkey 


N ADDITIONAL Protocol to the Turco-Spanish Trade and 
Payments Agreement of June 19, 1951, was signed in Ankara on 
April 8, 1953. 


This Regotocol provides for the purchase by Spain of 200,000 tons of 
wheat, 50 per cent. of the value of which will be paid for in free 
exchange or through an European Payments Union member country 
and the balance through the Turco-Spanish Clearing Account. The 
list of goods which Spain will export to Turkey has also been revised. 
The Protocol which enters into force on the date of the signature will 
remain valid until June 30, 1954. 


Portugal and Indonesia 


HER MAJESTY’S Representative in Lisbon reports that the Trade 

Agreement between Portugal and the Republic of Indonesia 
initialled in Lisbon on August 11, 1951 (notified as signed in the 
Board of Trade Journal on September 29, 1951, page 671) was finally 
signed in Lisbon on March 11, 1953. ‘The Agreement is valid for 
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one year. It may be prolonged annually by an Exchange of Notes, 
if not denounced by either party three months before date of expiry. 
Indonesian exports will include rubber, kapok, quinine salts, 
tobacco leaf, and spices. 
Portuguese exports will include slates and slate pencils, cork 
manufactures, turpentine, sulphuric acid, and wines.

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Brazilian Import Control on Wool 
and Wool Yarn 


HE Brazilian Consultative Committee for Foreign Trade have 

modified some of the restrictions on the import of wool and wool 
yarn which were imposed last year and published in the Board of 
Trade Journal on August 16, 1952, page 328. 

Imports of wool are to be subject to the following criteria :— 


(a) Imports of raw woo1, English standard 64, unwashed, to be permitted 
to direct consumers against payment in inconvertible currencies, provided 
the quantity does not exceed 2,500 tons per year. 

(b) Licences will not be granted for unwashed raw wool or tops. 

(c) Manufacturers of carpets, felt, etc., are entitled to import “* Lincoln ” 
and “‘ caracal”’ wools for payment in inconvertible currencies. 

(d) Goat hair, including mohair, angora and cashmere may be imported 
for one year’s supply, for payment in inconvertible currencies, as may 
came! hair (including alpaca, guana, llama etc.), provided it is for the actual 
use of the importer.

Import licences will be refused for residue for all types and for 
textiles, including tropical weights.

Exchange Allocations in 
New Zealand for 1954 


THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Wellington has 
reported by telegraph the following official statement : 


The New Zealand Reserve Bank announce that it has been decided to 
continue the exchange allocation scheme in 1954. Some relaxation is, 
however, being made. The main feature of the policy for 1954 is the greater 
freedom granted to importers in the form of an increase in the basic allocation 
and the release of certain important imports from the need to obtain allo- 
cations. 

The basic allocation for 1954 is to be 50 per cent. of remittances in 1950 
for imports after deducting remittances in that year for : (A) Motor vehicles ; 
(B) goods paid for under third party certificates ; (C) Government imports ; 
(D) goods for which it will not be necessary to apply for an allocation of 
exchange in 1954. 

The Trading Banks have been authorised to sell foreign exchange to 
importers up to the amount of the basic allocation without reference to the 
Reserve Bank. Importers may spend the basic allocation on such imports as 
they wish subject to the requirements of the import licensing system. It is 
expected, of course, that importers will in general use their basic allocation 
to buy goods in which they normally trade. 

In addition, New Zealand importers are free to buy goods in the list 
below, without using their basic allocation, and where additional exchange 
is required by importers application may be made to the Reserve Bank. 

Items for which it will not be necessary to apply for exchange for 1954: 
Tariff item number 213 cement, portland, and other structural, or building 
cement. Ex 300 (2) (B) newsprint paper N.E.I. in sheets of size not less 
than 20 in. by 15 in. or the equivalent. Ex 300 (2) (D) newsprint paper 
N.E.1. in rolls N.E.1. Ex 124 (7) or Ex 434 (2) potash, muriate and sulphate 
of. Ex 434 (1) rock phosphate. Ex 434 (1) basic slag. 23 and 24 tea. 
37 fruits, fresh. 64 salt. Ex 70 (1) sugar N.E.I. (Raw). 105 (4) sulphur 
(crude and in bulk). 361 (2) printed books, papers, music or advertising 
matter, N.E.I, viz other. Ex 140 (1) cornsacks. 140 (2) woolpacks and 
woolpockets. 181 tubular woven or knitted cotton cloth specially suited for 
use as meat wraps ; cheese bandages or caps. 81 tobacco, unmanufactured, 
entered to be manufactured in New Zealand in any bonded tobacco-factory 
licensed under the Tobacco Act, 1908, for manufacturing purposes only— 
(1) into tobacco, cigarettes, or snuff ; (2) into cigars. 

Provisions regarding import licences are in no way affected and goods in 
this list (referred to as the ‘“‘released’’ items) may be imported only after 
import licences where necessary have been obtained. 

(A) Exchange will be allocated to pay for (1) motor vehicles in full and 
(2) licensed imports from scheduled countries to the extent that the basic 
allocation attributable to such imports in 1950 is insufficient. 

(B) Exchange to cover other import licences will be allocated only to the 
extent that funds are available.

ELEGRAPHIC ADVICE has been received from the United 

Kingdom Senior Trade Commissioner at Canberra of the making 
of the following Regulations under the Commerce (Trade Descriptions) 
Act, which will come into effect at a date three months from June 5, 
1953. 

As from that date textile and apparel imports will require to be 
labelled as follows :— 

(a) If containing 95 per cent. or more of wool, to be labelled “ pure wool.” 

(b) If containing less than 95 per cent. but more than 5 per cent. wool, 
the percentage of wool must be shown together with the names of other 
fibres in order of dominance. 

(c) If containing less than 5 per cent. wool, the labels must be so marked, 
and must also show the names of other fibres, in order of dominance. 

(d) Goods containing no wool must be marked to show the names of 
fibres in order of dominance. 

Further details will be published when the detailed Regulations 
are received. 


French Imports of Goods Previously 


Free of Import Licence 


THE French Journal Officiel of April 5 (see Board of Trade Journal 

of April 18, page 807) announced that import licence applications 
for previously liberalized rayon and rayon staple fibre yarns were to 
be deposited with the Office des Changes by April 22 and were to be 
examined simultaneously. 

The French Journal Officiel of May 29 announced that an additional 
quota has been opened for the import, by Les Mouliniers Transforma- 
teurs Marchands, from member countries of the Organization for 
European Economic Co-operation, during the period April 1 to 
September 30, of rayon yarns, for re-export after throwing, falling 
under tariff items 928A, 929A. 

Import licence applications, accompanied by the customary pro- 
forma invoices in French or with a French translation, may be 
deposited with the Office des Changes from May 29 onwards, and will 
be examined as and when they are received.

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Indian Import 


HE United Kingdom Trade Commissioners in India have 
forwarded copies of various Notifications which modify India’s 
import licensing regulations as follows :— 


From Delhi 


Palm Oil (Serial No. 61 of Part IV of the I.T.C. Schedule). 

It has been decided to bring the import of palm oil under licensing control. 
Palm oil has, therefore, been removed from the scope of O.G.L. XXX 
(covering imports from soft currency countries) with immediate effect and 
pending the grant of separate licences for palm oil, all outstanding licences 
for the import of coconut oil will, at the option of the importer, be valid for 
the import of palm oil. Consignments of palm oil, if despatched on 
through consignment to India on or before May 27, 1953, were allowed 
clearance without a licence. No further grace period was, however, 
allowed. 

(Notification No. 18-I.T.C./53 of May 13, 1953, and Public Notice No. 
81-1.T.C.(P.N.)/53 of May 14, 1953.) 


Power Driven Pumps 

Representations have been received by Indian Government from importers 
for clarification as to the exact definition of “ high altitude pumps ” appearing 
against Serial No. 34 of Part II of the I1.T.C. Schedule (see Board of Trade 
Journal on January 24, 1953). 

It is notified for information that this description means and includes 
“multi stage pumps” having four stages or more. (Serial No. 77- 
I.T.C.(P.N.)/53 of May 16, 1953.) 


Machine Cloth (Serial No. 5A of Part III of the I.T.C. Schedule). 

Machine cloth was recently removed from the scope of Open General 
Licence. It has now been decided that general and soft currency licences 
will be issued on a quota basis to established importers. Applications had 
to be made in the prescribed form and manner by May 30, 1953. Licences, 
when issued, will have a validity period of six months. (Public Notice No. 
78-1.T.C.(P.N.)/53 of May 16, 1953). 


Spare Parts of Treadle Printing Presses (Serial No. 67 (2) of Part V 
of the I.T.C. Schedule). 

It has been represented to the Government of India that no special 
provision has been made for the import of spare parts of treadle printing 
presses. It has therefore been decided to grant supplementary licences 
for the import of these spare parts. Licences will be calculated on a quota 
basis and will be valid for imports from general and soft currency areas. 
Applications had to be made by May 30, 1953, and licences when issued will 
have a validity period of 12 months. (Public Notice No. 79-I.T.C.(P.N.)/53 
of May 16, 1953.) 


Ball era ; Bolts and Nuts; and Oil Seals for use as spare 
parts of Agricultural Tractors 

It has been represented that as a result of existing regulations tractor 
importers will experience difficulty in importing their requirements of 
(i) ball bearings, (ii) bolts and nuts, and (iii) oil seals, all of which are 
imported under a restricted quota. 

It has been decided, therefore, to grant special import licences during the 
current licensing period to facilitate imports of small quantities of these 
three items. These licences will be granted only to holders of quota licences 
for the import of tractors. Applications had to be made by May 30, 1953. 
This special procedure has been devised mainly to give importers time to 
study their requirements and make arrangements for meeting them from 
indigenous sources. (Public Notice No. 75-1.T.C.(P.N.)/53 of May 5, 
1953.) 


Adapter Bearings 

A notice in the Board of Trade Journal on April 4, 1953, stated, inter alia, 
that licences issued for impert of component parts of machinery (falling 
under Serial No. 65 (5) of Part V of the I.T.C. Schedule) would not be 
valid for the import of ball bearings of whatever type and for whatever 
purpose they might be required, and that imports of adapter bearings 
against these licences would be treated as unauthorized. Due to representa- 
tions that have been made it has been decided that the following categories 
of consignments of adapter bearings fitted with plummer blocks, etc., will 
be allowed clearance against licences granted for Serial No. 65 (5)/V :— 

(a) Consignments shipped on or before February 28, 1953. 

(b) Consignments shipped within the validity period of the letter of credit 

against letters of credit opened on or before February 28, 1953. 

All other consignments must be covered by a valid import licence granted 
under Serial No. 19 of Part II of the I.T.C. Schedule and will not be allowed 
clearance against licences issued under Serial No. 65 (5)/V. (Public Notice 
No. 76-1.T.C.(P.N.)/53 of May 7, 1953.) 


Coronation Souvenirs 

It has been decided to allow the import of coronation souvenirs from the 
United Kingdom as free of charge unsolicited gifts without an import licence 
and such parcels may be allowed clearance under Open General Licence No. 
IV as if the contents were advertising material and provided the c.i.f. value 
in each case does not exceed Rs. 500/-. (Joint Chief Controller of Imports 
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and Exports Notice No. 13-Pol. IV (9)/53 of May 21, 1953.) 


Diesel Engines (Serial No. 30 of Part II of the I.T.C. Schedule). 

It has been decided that the import of diesel engines of up to and including 
35 h.p. will continue to be banned during the licensing period January 
June 1953. For diesel engines above 35 h.p. applications from actual 
users only will be considered ad hoc. Licences be marine type diesel engines 
will be granted to established importers on a quota basis. 
have a validity period of 12 months. 

Applications should be made as early as possible and in any case not later 
than June 15, 1953. 


Petrol and Kerosene Engines and component parts (Serial No. 31 
of Part II of the I.T.C. Schedule). 

No licences will be issued during the January-June 1953 period for 
petrol and kerosene engines (except outboard motors). General and soft 
currency licences will be granted to established importers on a quota basis 
for the import of parts of petrol and kerosene engines and also for outboard 
motors. Applications must be made in the prescribed form and manner 
as early as possible and in any case not later than June 15, 1953. Licences 
when issued will have a validity period of 12 months. (Public Notice 
No. 83-1.T.C.(P.N.)/53 of May 23, 1953.)
